DOCTORS AND When a man bad aches 
MEDICINE and pains' in medieval 

times, what happened 
to him? Most people know that they had no 
pain-killers in those days, and that whenever 
a man needed to be operated on, he had to 
be mighty brave! But just how much did 
those doctors know? 

They knew quite a lot, 
as a matter of fact. First of all, they had the 
writings of ancient men like Hippocrates 
(BC 500) — doctors of today still take the 
Hippocratic oath! — and Aurelius Cornelius 
Celsus (BC 25-AD 50) whose De Medicina 
was a textbook, on anatomy and diseases for 
centuries. Galen, in the second century AD, 
also wrote many books on tumors and on the 
mixing of medicines. Other noted writers of 
medical tracts were Paul of Aegina, Rhazes, 
Albucasis, Ibn al Abbas and Avicenna. These 
men lived and wrote between the seventh and 
the eleventh centuries. From these learned 
doctors, others drew their knowledge. 

Albert us Magmas and 
Roger Bacon added to the growing science 
of medicine during the thirteenth century. 
Their discoveries in the realm of natural 
history, physics and chemistry have endured 
to the present day. 

Operations were under- 
taken successfully by such famous men as 
Nicolas Catalan, Jocelyn of Furness, Ro- 
lando Capelutti of Parma, Ricardus Angeli- 
cus and many others. Many of their works 
have come down to us today and are in- 
corporated into the texts that are studied at 
such famed medical schools as Johns Hop- 
kins, Columbia's Physicians and Surgeons 
and others. 

To aid such operations, 
these men had the works of masters of hu- 
man anatomy such as George Bakhtichou, 
Johannes Mesue, Constant inus Africanus 
and Taddeo Alderotti. 

Schools and universi- 
ties taught such medical subjects as physi- 
ology, neurology, surgery, anatomy, pharma- 



cology, pathology, neurology and dermatol- 
ogy- A young man desirous of following the 
career of doctor in medieval times had a 
choice of a number of excellent medical 
teachers. Methods and techniques have ad- 
vanced a great deal since those days, but 
^asic knowledge still remains the same. 



RANK AMONG The middle ages lived by 
THE NOBLES a set pattern of rank and 

homage. At the top of the 
list was the Pope. After him came, in this 
* order, the rulers and nobles and clergy of 
the land: 2, an emperor, king or cardinal; 
3. a prince of the royal blood or an arjeh- 
bishop; 4. a duke of the royal blood; 5. a 
bishop, marquis, or earl ; 6. a viscount, baron, 
abbott. 

There were very definite 
rules laid down as to the conduct of one class 
\vith another. At a feast, they had to be 
seated in their proper rank, and a highborn 
noble to eat with some lesser men would be 
unthinkable. Much of this artificiality was 
done away with by the Black Plague in 1348- 
1349, for men died by the tens of thousands, 
and such poor people and peasants as were 
left alive were in great demand as laborers 
and artisans. Men had to grow accustomed 
to new ways of thinking — which resulted, in 
later centuries, in the American and the 
French revolutions. 












OFFICIALS OF The castle was a small 
THE CASTLE town in itself. It needed 

many men to keep it func- 
tioning smoothly. Of course, the lord of the 
castle (king, prince, duke, baron, earl, or just 
plain knight) ranked first, with his lady. But 
one man could not do everything needed, 
and so there grew up the following offices, 
with their attendant duties: 

The Seneschal: a man 
versed in the law of the land, standing in 
place of the lord of the manor himself; he 



had to travel the castle and its surrounding 
territories three times a year, and collect 
rents, supervise new buildings and the con- 
ditions of woods and meadows, and gather 
the yield in grain and vegetables the land 
produced; he had to know the livestock and 
what was needed to keep it in the best of 
health; and he held himself as a good ex- 
ample for the bailiffs who served under him. 

The Baliff: (sometimes 
there were several bailiffs, depending on the 
size of the manorial holding) he rose early 
and went personally over the land and tbe 
buildings to see they were kept in good re- 
pair; he saw to the ploughing and the tillage 
of the land; he was in charge of the tenants 
on the land, and saw to it that they ploughed 
regularly and well, .that the lord. might get 
his just share; he calculated how much the 
lord should get, and he made sure it came 
into the warehouses and the granaries; he 
looked after the livestock. 

The Provost: he worked 
with the bailiff, under his orders, and had 
somewhat the same duties; once each year he 
made an accounting to the bailiff, who in 
turn made the accounting to the seneschal. 

The Hayward : the man in 
charge of the corn field, the hunting lands, 
the meadows and the gardens; he saw to it 
that the tenants and workers did the work* 
they were charged to do, and also made sure* 
that thieves did not steal from the lord of., 
the manor. 

The ploughmen: they 

tilled the land. 

The waggoners: they 
cared for the horses, mended harness and 
made or repaired the wagons. 

The cowherds: these men 

were in charge of the cattle and the calves. 

I The swineherds: these 

men took care of the pigs. . 

The shepherds: cared for 

the flocks of sheep. 

The dairymaids: tended 
the milking and sometimes served as kitchen 

maids. 

The cooks: prepared the 
meals for the lord and lady and their family 
and guests. 

The armorer: who cared 
for and made weapons for the lord, that he 
might defend his property. Also,, he taught 
the # y° un g lads the means of fighting, and 
how to care for their swords and spears. 
Usually he was an old soldier, who also un- 
derstood the art of the blacksmith. 






a boy reached the age of twelve he was sent 
away to a neighboring castle or manor house. 
Here he learned to run errands, to obey or- 
ders promptly, to be courteous and mannerly 
at all times. He was taught how to conduct 
himself at table and when addressing his 
* superiors. Also, he learned to read and write, 
the use of lance and sword, how to ride in 
.the jousts, and a little heraldry. It was a 
form of school for the nobles and the knights. 



THE SQUIRE When the page was sixteen 

or seventeen, he became a 
squire. This meant that he went into the 
service of one special knight. He carried his 
shield at tournaments and before a battle. He 
had charge of" the extra war horses the 
knight may have owned. 

Also, he cared for the wea- 
pons and armor of the knight, helping him 
dress for joust or war. He cut his hair, carved 
his food, sometimes played on a harpsichord 
or viol to amuse his master, even drew a 
little where he had a talent for it. 

When he served a knight- 
errant — a knight who, because of desire or a 
vow, wandered the countryside seeking ad- 
venture — the squire had to be something of 
a seneschal on horseback. He kept the purse- 
strings tight, made sure they were not 
cheated in town st&ll or country tavern, and 
fought as well as his master if attacked by 
rogues. 

So you can see, that by the 
time the squire (or esquire, as he was also 
known) was ready to become a knight, his 
education was pretty well complete! He had 
studied and practiced what he had learned. 
He was ready to take his place in the world. 



THE PAGE The page deserves a special 

section for himself, because a 
page was always a boy of good and noble 
family just starting his duties in life., When 



HOW A MAN Now that our young 

WAS KNIGHTED man had served as 

page and as squire, he 
was ready to be admitted to the knightly 
ranks. On the night before being admitted to 
knighthood, he served his "vigil" in a church 
or chapel, before his armor, helmet, sword 
and golden spurs. Here he prayed for guid- 
ance and help from God, to let him pursue 
his knightly career with honor. 

Next morning he took 
a bath in a wooden washtub, by which all his 
sins were washed away, symbolically. Then 
he was led before the king, who gave him the 
accolade by tapping his shoulder with the 
fiat of his sword. In the two other forms of 
conferring knighthood, one was an ecclesias- 
tical ceremony, the second was partly ec- 
clesiastical but in this form, a famous lay- 
man tied on the young knight's golden spurs.
